Welcome to Volume XXV of Penny-Wi se — that's nearly a quarter century of 
uninterrupted publication, folks--for which all who have contributed deserve 
our thanks. 

Speaking of traditions-- I wonder how many of our members realize that our 
very pursuit of 18th and early 19th Century artefacts has its roots in an 18th 
Century phenomenon .. .as stated in Fake? The Art of Deception , edited by Mark 
Tones (University of California Press, 1990), 


The cult of the artist and the desire to possess exem- 
plary relics of the ancient world both emerged in the 
Renaissance and continued unabated thereafter. However, 
in the eighteenth century a new fascination arose for 
old things because they were old . Not necessarily beau- 
tiful, not even necessarily connected with famous his- 
toric figures, they were to be acquired and cared for 
and lived with because they came from and spoke of the 
past. 


This is collecting in the interest of romance as well as scientific class- 
ification--a combination of motives not inherently unique to copper collecting, 
but uniquely well articulated in the literature and tradition of the early Amer- 
ican copper coins. I'm also struck by the contrast with the "Investment Types," 
both the spenders themselves and the promoters who feed them, for whom condition 
is All --for whom an MS-68 Ike Dollar is more "devoutly to be wished" than any 
old circulated coin... and I have to smile, knowing how much better we have it. 

In a world whose events, even in this prototype democracy of ours, seem to 
spin rapidly out of our control, we need all the tangible connections to our 
real roots that we can get— and the early Federal and pre-Federal coinage of the 
United States form a significant part of that. And I'm grateful for the oppor- 
tunity to contribute to the literature elucidating that coinage for generations 
yet to come. 

I hope you will join me in making that contribution.

Grellman, John R. Jr. "Bob" A contemporary collector and writer. Born 
October 29, 1945, in Coral Gables, Florida. Graduate with B. S. from 
University of Miami (Florida) and M. S. from Troy State University 
(Alabama). Retired Air Force officer. Married with two sons. Author 
with Jules Reiver of Attribution Guide for United States Large Cents 
1840-1857. First edition (1986) was looseleaf; second edition (1987) was 
hardbound. Book won Numismatic Literary Guild award for best book on U. 

S. coins in 1987. Author of numerous articles for P-W_ including "Late 
Date Update" from 1986 to present. Maintains Condition Census of late 
date varieties for EAC. 

Guy, W. B. Died prior to 1911. Collection sold at auction by Henry Chapman 
November 3, 1911. Large cents ran 572 lots. There were 17 1793’s and 91 
1794 ’s. The 94 ’s could be considered complete for all collectable 
varieties known at the time. Missing were Hays 30 (NC-1) and Hays 38 and 
53 that don’t exist. There were two examples of Hays 8 (S-48), two of 
Hays 29 (S-35), two of Hays 42 (S-40) and many more common duplicates. 
Adams "A." 

Haines, Ferguson Deceased. Resident of Biddeford, Maine. Owner of 

"Strawberry Leaf" cent. Coins included in Harzfeld sale April 9, 1880. 
Contained 75 LC. Collection sold at auction by W. E. Woodward October 
13-16, 1880. Contained 220 LC; 5 plates; Adams "A." Consignment to 
Chapman Brothers October 17-18, 1888. Contained 200 large cents 
including 1793 NC-3. Also Frossard sale December 19-20, 1894 contained 
1793 "clover leaf" cent. 

Hall, Thomas, Dr. Died in May 1909. Physician, resident of Boston. Bought 
first cents from W. W. Hays in 1888. Bought more from B. H. Collins in 
1892. Author of A Descriptive List of the Coppers Used by Authority for 
the State of Connecticut for the Year 1787 in 1892. Hall assembled 21 
varieties of 1793 between 1890 and 1902. Collection sold intact to 
Virgil Brand September 7, 1909. The collection included 356 Connecticut 
Cents and 156 New Jersey Cents. 

Halpern, Herman Born in 1923 in Brooklyn, New York. Served in U. S. Navy 
as salvage diver 1943 to 1946. Owner of McGlades New Pub at Columbus and 
67th in New York City. Married with two children and four grandchildren. 
Bought Norman Stack collection of 1794 cents, the Harold Bareford 
collection of cents, many of Del Bland’s collection of 1794 ’s and many of 
C. D. Smith’s middle dates. Duplicates sold at auction by Stack’s March 
17-18, 1987. His first collection sold at auction by Stack’s March 16- 
17, 1988 (photo). Noted for exceptional 1793 ’s and high quality 
throughout. 

Hanson, Jon A contemporary collector of half cents. Purchased Walter Breen 
half cent collection. Cataloged the Naftzger duplicates for New 
Netherlands. Dealer selling cotton-lined envelopes used by many 
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collectors. 


Harzfeld, Sigismund K. (fl 1877-81) Born in Germany. Dealer in 

Philadelphia. Cataloged 16 sales. Adams rates the Roach/Randall sale of 
11/26-27/1880 as "A" for large cents. 

Haseltine, John W. , Captain Born September 6, 1838, in Philadelphia; died 
February 28, 1925. Captain in Union Army during the Civil War. Active 
in G. A. R. in Philadelphia. Married to daughter of William Idler. 
Father-in-law to Stephen K. Nagy. Stockbroker 1885-1895. Partner with 
Ebenezer Mason in 1869. Employed Henry and S. H. Chapman in his coin 
business in the 1870’s. Haseltine ’s 1794 cents were in his sale March 
16-18, 1881. Cataloged 87 auction sales. Adams fails to rate any "A" 
for large cents. Produced third restrikes of 1823 about 1878. 

Hays, William Wallace, Esq. (WWH) Born June 7, 1821, at Bellefonte, 
Pennsylvania; died July 9, 1899. Employed in the Pension Office in 
Washington, D.C. Discovered the "Hays Variety" 1794 wheel spoke variety 
Hays 27 (S-33) in 1888. Author of Varieties of United States Cents of 
the Year 1794 with Frossard in 1893. Two hundred fifty copies were 
printed with 18 pages and 1 plate. This is the source for "Hays" 
numbers. It was reprinted by Gilbert-Elder in 1910. Hays marked the 
edges of his 1794 cents with Maris numbers in white ink probably in 1893. 
The Hays 1794 ’s were sold to Charles Steigerwalt in 1900. 

Helfenstein, Lewis Born 1907; died January 10, 1978. Attorney for 
Consolidated Mutual Insurance Company in New York. Married with a 
daughter. Introduced to large cents by C. Douglas Smith who he met 
through a mutual friend, Oliver Futter, in a car pool. Collection sold 
at auction by Lester Merkin August 14, 1964. Contained 332 lots with 178 
plated. One hundred bound copies were produced. A few coins were unsold 
and purchased by CDS after the sale. The collection is noted for its high 
quality. Cataloging was by Walter Breen with editing by C. D. Smith and 
Lester Merkin. His half cents were also sold by Merkin. Merkin bought 
Helfenstein library for his own use. 

Henderson, Ernest Died 1968. Partner with Robert Moore in Sheraton Hotel 
chain. Also partner in Sheraton Coin Company. Bought up Sheldon 
duplicates. Produced one FPL and consigned the remaining unsold 
collection to 1947 ANA auction. 

Hess, Harold (fl 1982-84) Dealer in choice early copper around 1982 to 
1984. Stopped dealing abruptly in 1984 because of personal problems. 

Hines, Henry Clay, Esq (HCH) Born March 2, 1856, in Newark, New Jersey; 
died December 11, 1946. Graduate of Columbia Law School and practiced 
law in New Jersey. Served three years in New Jersey State Assembly. 

Purchased 1799 cent described as uncirculated (now AU 50) for $2500. 

Bought much of Proskey collection in 1916. Suffered disaster in Wall 
Street crash of 1929. It was reported that his losses exceeded 1.5 
million dollars. Hines wife was confined to a sanitorium. The medical 
bills were heavy. Sheldon reported that Hines commissioned Wurtzbach to 
sell off some cents each year to pay the bills. 

Discovered the 1797 NC-3. Collection of large cents went to Carl 
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Wurtzbach in 1932 and later to Sheldon. Sheldon recalled that Hines had 
3500 late dates of which 300 were proof. He also had more, probably 
considerably more, than 600 early date cents. Hines gave a group of 
large cents to his housekeeper, Mrs. Lillian Scheer. This group was 
eventually purchased by Downing and Blaisdell. Some Hines late dates 
were sold to Kosoff who later sold the group to Floyd Starr. 

Hirt, David L. Large cents included in Pine Tree sale November 20-22, 1975. 
He contributed a small consignment to the 1976 EAC sale. 

Holland, Leonard M. Many of his cents were obtained from Elder, possibly 

from the Brand hoard. His collection was pledged as collateral on a loan 
and sold to pay off the debt. It was sold at auction by Pennypacker 
Auction Centre in Reading, Pennsylvania, May 8-9, 1959. Contained 103 
LC, 9 plates, many uncs. Tom Warfield assisted with the catalog. The 
serious collectors attending realized the sale had not been well 
promoted. Several agreed to bid as a group and avoid competition. Many 
coins were purchased at prices well below market level. These coins were 
then resold to members of the group at frequently higher prices. The 
resulting profits were taken in cash or coins. The group included 
Blaisdell, Helfenstein, Paschal, C. D. Smith and Harvey Stack among 
others. 

Holmes, Dan A contemporary collector. Bought Dr. Sheldon’s "color set. 

At the RSB sale he bought the 1834 N-7. Shortly afterward he completed 
his middle date collection and is currently the only collector known to 
have assembled all middle date varieties. 

Holmes, Milton A. Collection sold at auction by Stack’s October 5-8, 1960. 
Large cents ran 336 lots with 33 plated. Most coins were high grade. 
Cataloging was by C. Douglas Smith. 

Jackman, Allison W. Born 1849; deceased. Collection sold at auction by 

Henry Chapman June 28-29, 1918. Contained 226 LC, Adams A. The catalog 
had this description: "Mr. Allison W. Jackman was a highly cultured 
gentleman who devoted his life to study, having never engaged in business 
and being a most devoted son with an equally appreciative mother, his 
collecting was a pleasure to both of them." It is believed that some 
Jackman coins were included in other Chapman sales such as Johnston, 
Swayze and Spaeth July 10, 1919. 

Jenks, John Story Born in 1839 in Philadelphia; began collecting in 1850. 
Attended Haverford College. Partner in the banking business. Married 
with three children. Collection sold at auction by Henry Chapman Dec. 
7-17, 1921. Contained 135 LC; Adams "B+." The Jenks sale is considered 
to be Chapman’s best catalog. The sale realized $61,379.46, a record for 
the time. 

Jensen, Don W. Collection of 53 1793 cents sold by A & A Coins, Iowa City, 
Iowa, in 1966. 

Johnson, W. E. (fl 1967-68) Dealer in Santa Barbara, California. Issued 
FPL’ s during 1960 ’s including quantities of large cents. Published 
"LC167" a list of middle date die states reported by people on his 
mailing list. The third revision included reports of 11,177 coins from 
37 collectors. Suffered armed robbery February 2, 1968. Suspects were 
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of EAC. Creator and editor of Penny-Wise September 15, 1967, to March 
15, 1986. Survived a heart attack January 31, 1986, that caused his 
resignation as editor. Collector of large cent oddities, large cents 
made into other objects and anything called "penny-wise." Editor with 
Herb Silberman of United States Large Cents 1793-1857. In 1971 EAC 
presented him with their "Man of the Year" award. 

Lardner, Foster Resident of Providence, Rhode Island. Coins included in 
United States Coin sale of November 20, 1914. Contained 144 LC. 
Collection sold by Max Mehl June 24, 1930 (photo). Contained 95 lots 
including 50 1794’s. 

Lauder, Loye L. (LLL) Born 1911, died 1964. Collection formed between 1956 
and 1962. Sold at auction by William Doyle Galleries December 15, 1983 
(photo). 148 lots, most plated. Cataloged by C. Douglas Smith. 

Levick, Joseph N. T. Died in October 1908. Married. Served as a captain 
during the Civil War. In 1866 initiated the American Journal of 
Numismatics. In October 1868 he published a price survey of 1793 cents. 
Collaborated with Crosby on description of 1793’ s published in AJN April 
1869. Produced plate illustrating 1793 varieties. Wrote in the October 
1868 issue of AJN about getting cents directly from the mint. Coins 
included in several auction sales: Cogan December 19-20, 1859, 89 LC, 
Adams "B" ; Cogan September 15-17, 1863, 130 LC; Woodward May 26-29, 1864, 
190 LC; Woodward October 18-22, 1864, 130 LC, Adams "B"; Woodward 
December 16, 1885, 380 LC, Adams "B"; Elder. 

Li lliendahl , William A. Deceased. Collection sold at auction by 

Strobridge. Part I was May 26-28, 1862. Contained 170 LC. Part II was 
December 15-17, 1863. Contained 160 LC with choice cents including 
almost uncirculated 1799. Coins included in Woodward sale March 20-25, 
1865. Contained 119 LC; Adams "A." 

Long, Jim A contemporary collector and dealer doing business as J.E.L. 

Coins. Discovered second known example of 1822 N-14. 

Loring, Denis W. (DWL) A contemporary collector and author. Born May 28, 
1947, in Flushing, New York. Graduate of Harvard in Mathematics. 

Married. Vice president and actuary with Equitable Life Assurance. 

Began collecting LC about 1960. Charter member number 11 of EAC. Author 
of many articles in Penny-Wise. Editor of Monographs on Varieties of 
United States Large Cents 1795-1803 in 1977. Secretary of EAC 1972 to 
present. Consultant on ANA grading standards for large cents. Helped to 
catalog several sales including Ruby I, Starr, and Norweb. 

Discovered new variety 1796 NC-6 at 1970 ANA. Assembled early date set 
including all Sheldon numbered varieties and 25 NC’s. Collection sold 
intact to Bob Shalowitz in 1974. These were sold piecemeal with an ad in 
IM1 July 15, 1974, and privately later. Assembled set of 1794’s that 
was exhibited at ANA in 1982. Exhibit won "Best in Show." Collection 
sold intact to Jack Robinson in 1983. Acted as intermediary in sale of 
many important cents. Partner with Bland and Robinson in a private 
grading committee. 

Low, Lyman Haines Born July 22, 1844, in Boston; died 1924. Married. 

Served in Civil War. Began dealing coins in 1883. Co-editor of American 
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arrested shortly afterward. 


Julian, Robert W. School teacher in Logansport, Indiana. A contemporary 
writer who has done extensive research in the National Archives. He has 
written many articles on mintage of cents. 

Kagins; (1973-1987) Hollenbeck Kagins (1940-1973) Conducted major copper 

sales including 1977 ANA sale 8/23/77 and Van Cleave (including Barkelew 
and Petersen) 1/30/86-2/2/86. Their 1977 ANA sale contained the Byron 
Stuart collection of 1800 ’s. That sale was cataloged by Denis Loring. 
Many of their unnamed sales included important cents. Some rare cents 
were provided by Breen. 

Kelly, James (fl 1940-65) Dealer and one of the principals in Paramount. 

Under his own name issued FPL with choice cents in the 1940’s. Paramount 
had important cents in their "Century" sale. Contained 110 LC including 
S-80 and others. Their sales generated many comments in P~W critical of 
descriptions and attributions. 

King, Fred B. Resident of Rochester, New York. Collection part of Henry 
Chapman sale of December 19, 1927. Large cents 1793-1857 ran 407 lots. 
Adams "A." 

Kissner, Robert J. Resident of Hamden, Connecticut. Cents of 1816-1857 
sold by New Netherlands 44th sale June 23, 1954. Contained 193 lots. 
Collection sold at auction by Stack’s June 27-28, 1975. Contained 227 
LC, many CC, 103 plated. 

Kling, Lewis Contributed to Nofal-Kling sale by Cape Kennedy Medals 7/6/76. 

Konaplanik, Michael New York cab driver who found 14 large cents worth 
$33,000 in his cab after Tom Morley got out in December 1979. 

Kosoff, Abraham; Kosoff Abe; Kosoff, A 

Born December 31, 1912, in New York City; Died March 19, 1983. 

Bachelor’s degree from New York University. Married with children and 
grandchildren. Began coin dealing September 1929. Partner with Abner 
Kreisberg in Numismatic Gallery. Conducted major copper sales including 
the Pearl fixed price list 1944; Williams 11/14/1950; Downing, 1952; 
Clarke 4/21-28/1956; Sloss 10/21/1959; Schwartz 10/11-12/1961. Founded 
Professional Numismatists Guild Inc. in 1954. 

Kuntz, G. Lee A contemporary collector. On January 29, 1989, he bought the 
S-79 at the Jack Robinson sale for $63,800. Kuntz became the eighth 
person to assemble a complete set of all Sheldon numbered varieties of 
large cents. His company, Masterpiece Medallions, produced the EAC 
medallion about 1981. 

Lahrman, Lee G. Collection sold at auction by A. Kosoff February 1-2, 1963 
(photo). Sale included 110 lots of half cents and 355 large cents 
including proofs with 46 plates. A limited edition library edition was 
offered by subscription for $7.00. 

Lapp, Dr. Warren A. Born April 5, 1915. Obstetrician and Gynecologist. 
Served as Army doctor in World War II including attending to the dying 
General George Patton. Married with two sons. Charter member number 33 
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Journal of Numismatics 1891-1907. Conducted 212 auction sales. Adams 
rates these A for large cents: Zug 3/17/07; J. C. Hills 12/1/1923. Coins 
included in Elder sale May 1-3, 1924. Contained 400 LC. Noted for 
frequent quote, "The time to shoot bears is when bears is around." 

Lyman, John P. Collection sold by S. H. Chapman November 7, 1913. Contained 
130 LC, Adams "B+." The collection had restrike dollars of 1801-1802-1803 
and an 1804. 

Macallister , James G. Born 1892; died October 13, 1945. Resident of 

Philadelphia. Cataloged sales for Wayte Raymond including Newcomb sales. 

Mackenzie, Mortimer Livingston, Esq. Deceased. (FL 1868) Resident of New 
York City. Provided some choice coins used for Levick plate on 1793. 

Sale of choice cents by Cogan June 23-24, 1869. Contained 85 LC. The 
cents in the sale realized $1295. 

Maris, Edward, Dr. Born March 15, 1832, near Chester, Pennsylvania; died 
June 13, 1900. Graduate of Jefferson Medical College, 1856. Known as 
"The Quaker Physician." Twice married with four children and 
grandchildren. Author of Varieties of the Copper Issues of the United 
States Mint in the Year 1794 in 1869 with 15 pages. One hundred copies 
were printed. This edition described 39 varieties for 1794. The 1870 
revision increased the number of varieties to 43. He also wrote A 
Historical Sketch of the Coins of New Jersey , 1881. Consignment to 
Chapman Brothers sale of November 16-17, 1900. Contained 85 LC including 
1848 small date. 

Mason, Ebenezer Locke, Jr. Died in September 1901. Coin and stamp dealer. 
Published Mason’s Coin and Stamp Collector’s Journal from 1867 to 1872; 
published Mason’s Coin Collectors’ Herald 1879 to 1882 and Mason’s Coin 
Collectors’ Magazine 1882 to 1890. First described 14 varieties of 1793 
in article published December 1868. Credited with naming the "Jefferson 
cents' in the 1870’s. Conducted 35 auction sales from Philadelphia, New 
York and Boston. Adams rates only one sale "A" for large cents: Fewsmith 
10/4-7/1870. 

Masters, Frank H. , Jr. Collection sold at auction by RARCOA May 14-15, 

1971, as part of Central States sale. Contained 274 LC with 70 plated. 

Matthews, Robert E. (REM) B. S. from Eastern Michigan State University, 

Pharmacy Degree at Ferris State, a third generation Pharmacist. Married 
with three children and grandchildren. Purchased early date collection 
from Jackson Storm via Loring. Collection sold at auction by Superior 
May 28, 1989. Contained 779 lots of cents including some from other 
consignors. 

McGirk, Charles E. , Dr. Deceased. (fl 1913-14) Dentist from Philadelphia. 
Author of "United States Cents and Die Varieties 1793-1857" serialized in 
The Numismatist 1913 to 1914. Collection sold by Max Mehl January 28, 
1913. Contained 5000 LC including bulk lots of low grade coins. He also 
had an S-79 sold to Clapp February 1937 for $15. It is now at ANS. 

McGuigan, James A contemporary dealer specializing in half cents and large 
cents. Occasionally issues fixed price lists for early copper.

As with most late date years, 1B51 offers a few surprises. We 
expect rare varieties to be poorly represented in the top grades, 
but some relatively common varieties are proving to be especially 
difficult in mint state. Among these are N-B, N-21, N-22, and 
N— 24 . Perhaps part of the problem lies in the relative 
unpopularity dF 1851 cents. They are difficult to attribute and 
often come From worn, mushy dies. Whatever the reason, a large 
percentage of 1B51 cents remain unattributed, so chances are good 
we will Find some more nice ones. Let’s hope so, anyway.

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NEW JERSEY COPPERS, PART THREE: MARIS 47-e

Oh, how the mighty can fall. The caption for this copper caper could 
be. Another R7 bites the dust! The 47-e is still a mighty rare die variety. 
With only twenty-seven known examples, there certainly are not enough coins to 
go around to all the coin collectors. 


From an R7 (4-12 pieces known), this variety drops to an R6 (13-30

MY FAVORITE HISTORIC SITES IN BOSTON 
AND THE SURROUNDING AREA 

Bill Jones 

Although most EAC members will be coming to the 1991 Convention for the 
coins and camaraderie, one aspect of your trip which should not be overlooked 
is the opportunity to see many interesting historic sites. Since I have lived 
in the Boston, New York, and Philadelphia areas, I can tell you that Boston is 
by far the best for historic site seeing. In fact, were it not for the 
location of Independence Hall in Philadelphia, Boston could well be called the 
nation's historic site seeing capital. 

In Boston proper, many of the most famous sites are on a well-marked 
path called "The Freedom Trail." All you need to do is to follow the red 
brick or red painted line to locate several fascinating places. Here are some 
of my personal favorites: 

yingfl Chanel and the Old Granary Burial Gr ounds -- These cemeteries are 
the final resting places for many patriots and other historical figures. 
Included among the graves are Samuel Adams, James Otis, Benjamin Franklin s 
family, and the woman who was the original Mother Goose. 

Thfi Old South Mftftting House — The patriots met in this church to hatch 
the Boston Tea Party. During the Revolutionary war, the British used it as a 
training area for horses in order to show their contempt for the revolutionary 
activities which occurred here. 

Tha Old States House — The Boston Massacre occurred at the steps of this 
building, and there is a marker which commemorates the site. A stone's throw 
away is a government-run book store and souvenir shop which contains many 
interesting items. 

Hall and Quincy Market Place — Donated to the City of Boston by 

Peter Faneuil, this large colonial building has been a major commer- 
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eiai and cultural center for more than 250 years. Today it is the site of 
many interesting shops .and restaurants as well as the main meeting hall which 
still hosts many public functions. 

Paul Revere House — Built circa 1680, this house is the oldest wooden 
structure still standing in Boston. Paul Revere was living here during the 
Revolutionary period when he made his historic ride. 

Old North Church The lights which told Paul Revere of the impending 
British invasion were hung from the steeple of this impressive structure. 

The USS Constitution — Commonly known as "Old Ironsides", this fully 
restored ship is the oldest vessel still commissioned by the U.S. Navy. 
Unfortunately the 1797 silver dollar which was once nailed to its main mast 
for good luck is no longer there. 

The Boston Museum of Fine Arts — Although not on the Freedom Trail, 
this museum is easily accessible by a subway from a station which is close to 
the Convention hotel. A very small part of the museum's extensive collections 
include paintings by Gilbert Stuart (including the original portrait of 
Washington which inspired his likeness found on the one dollar bill), silver- 
ware, and Massachusetts silver coinage (the NE, Willow, Oak, and Pine Tree 
shillings) by John Hull and Robert Sanderson, as well as a large array of 
colonial furniture and other antiques. 

T h e..^ da m s Fa mil y Ho m es tead ( in Quincy. Massachusetts! — This house was 
the home of John Adams, the second president, and his son, John Quincy Adams, 
who was the sixth. The house contains many fine antiques which date from the 
1600 's to the Victorian age. The first presidential library, a modest stone 
building, is located in the backyard. Accessible by a subway line which stops 
in Quincy center, followed by a brief walk or cab ride. 

The. Saugus I ron Works ( i n Sa u g us. Massachusetts ) — This is a full scale 

reproduction on the site of one of the first iron works in America. Built in 
1650, the Saugus Works supplied some of the steel contained in the dies which 
were used to strike the early Massachusetts silver coinage. There is also a 
museum on the property in which many of the artifacts excavated on-site are 
displayed. You will need a car to reach the Saugus Iron Works from Boston, 
and the entire trip will take the better part of a day. 

This is only a sampling of all of the historic sites the Boston area has 
to offer, and if your tastes run to more modern activities, there is always 
the John Hancock Tower, Cheers - the famous bar from the TV show— and of 
course, lots of shopping.

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north central regional meeting report

An EAC meeting was held on Friday, November 23, 1990 at the Regency 
Hyatt Hotel in Dearborn, Michigan, in conjunction with the Michigan State Fall 
Show. The meeting began around 7 p.m.; however, I was delayed a half hour so 
I might attend the copper portion of a Kurt Krueger Auction. I apologize for 
not having a list of those attending, but there were about fifteen EAC members 

present . 

The main feature for the show-and-tell was to be the Large Cents of 
1802. Though Dr. Sheldon noted that 1802 is often overlooked by collectors, 
because it lacks varieties that possess dramatic peculiarities, it's a year 
that can be valuable in many ways, especially to beginning collectors. The 
year poses a challenge for its serial Sheldon numbers, yet it can be completed 
without having to wait for auctions. There are sufficient die states of 
almost every number to give collectors excuses for owning more than one of 
each variety; attribution points are not overly difficult to locate; it s a 
challenging year for high-grade examples; and the year has the allure of 
perhaps discovering one or both of its NC s. 

It had been approximately 11 years since Rod Burress presented a grading 
set of 1802 's with a one-page attribution guide for this date. This was at an 
Indianapolis meeting, and I still recall how informative these exercises were. 
So when John Wright called and suggested we show our 1802 s at this meeting, 
the idea seemed excellent. This was not to be a grading exercise or a whist 
match. We set out to show the varieties of 1802, their various die states, 
how the same coins look as pressings, and how they appear on color photo- 
graphs. All our examples were passed around, for everyone to examine the 
multiple coins and die states. The only variety represented with one example 
was John's NC-2, as I don't have this variety. 

There were many nice 1802 s for show. Naturally, a collector wants the 
coin, but when you can't, what is second-best for the serious student— collec 
tor ? — a well-made pressing cannot show color or edge, but it gives actual size 
and relief features of a coin. The accuracy of a color photograph depends 
upon lighting conditions, and any photographic enlargement tends to accentuate 
flaws in the coin. John had several pressings, photographs, and of course 
coins, for everyone present to study and compare. All members present seemed 
pleasantly surprised at the wealth of material available. All told, the 
session lasted about 90 minutes, and didn't really end, but just gradually 
dissolved. 

So what do we bring next year, John?

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ON SQUAWS' HEADS AND CHAIN CENTS 
Harry E. Salyards 

The pejorative epithet "squaw," used to describe the Liberty head on the ear- 
liest Federal cents, appears twice in the early pages of William Sheldon's Penn y 
Whimsy: First, he notes how "the head of Liberty, on all obverses, was seen as a 
'wild squaw with the heebie-jeebies'" (page 13); later, in commenting specifically 
on the retirement of the Chain cent obverse, he uses what would best be described 
as a tertiary source, citing from Frank Stewart's History of the First United 
States Mint (Camden, NJ, 1924) "a letter written by a Mr. Carlisle Pollack (sic) 
to General Williams: 'a plow and a sheaf would be better than an idiot's head 
with flowing hair which was meant to denote liberty, but which the world will sup- 
pose was intended to designate the head of an Indian squaw." 1 (page 65) I believe 
that this talk of squaws' heads is not only considerably embellished, but made 
greatly more applicable to the cents than the context of the original Pollock let- 
ter will support. 

First, with due acknowledgement to Walter Breen, "heebie-jeebies" is comic 
strip argot from the 1930s, the 'coinage' of one Billy DeBeck. Walter states this 
fact, along with the anecdote of Dr. Sheldon's mysterious "missing source," on page 

177 of his Encyclopedia of U. S. and Colonial Coins . Nonetheless, the myth of 

"heebie-jeebies" being in use in the 1790s has 1 ingered--even unto a recent talk at 

an EAC Educational Forum (I tensed, at that moment, for an audible groan from Wal- 

ter, but none came). Let that myth be forever dispelled. In his monumental The 
American Language, Supplement One (1945), page 333, H. L. Mencken talks of the 
comic strip writers as coiners of neologisms: 

...Thomas A. (Tad) Dorgan, Elzie Crisler Segar, and Billy 
DeBeck are examples. Dorgan, who died in 1929, is said to 
have invented or introduced. . ."drug-store cowboy," "nobody 
home" and the series of superlatives beginning with "cat's 
pajamas." Segar, who died in 1940, is credited with "goon," 

"jeep," and various other terms... To DeBeck, who died in 
1942, are ascribed "heebie-jeebies," "hot mama," "hotsy- 
totsy," and "horse feathers." 

So mark it down: no critic of the Federal coinage in the 1790s ever said anything 
about the "heebie-jeebies." But what about the flowing-haired squaw of that letter 
to General Williams? A careful reading of that letter reveals it as strictly 
referring to the silver coinage, and not the cents at all.

Our National Coinage. 

We are all much addicted to decrying our own age and the tilings of 
our own age, as if other days and other things were altogether perfect. 
The habit — for it is nothing else — is a bad one, and the best corrective 
for it is to see that the days and things that we extol and admire were 
decried by the persons then living, as much as we decry those of our own 
times. The designs on our national coinage are by no means admirable 
as works of art, but perhaps the next generation may look back to them 
with envy in the light of what they may have. Let us be, therefore, even 
thankful for what mint designers condescend to give ns. The following 
letter, which we have much pleasure in publishing, shows what our 
grandfathers thought of that early coinage which we now prize so highly. 

In sending us this very interesting and valuable letter, which has never 
before been published, our correspondent, who is a descendant of the 
General Williams to whom it was addressed, says, that the letter refers to 
“ the coins of 1794, as its own date is early in 1796. The change (in the 
devices) was probably made later in the year through Gen. Williams

influence in Congress, the alterations made being in unison with his sug- 
gestions, except concerning the President’s head. The head of Liberty 
was certainly improved.” 

[Copy of letter addressed to Gen. Williams, of Salem, JS r . Y.] 

New York, 25 Jan., 1796. 

My Dear Sir: — As far as I am capable of judging, the mint estab 
lishment never promised much advantage to America, if we have current 
money amongst us, it is immaterial to the possessor whether it is stamped 
with our National arms or the head of the King of Spain. The pride 
of country 1 must however confess, would have been gratified had 1 seen 
a full, goodly, respectable coin issued from our mint, even if wc incurred 
some loss in the doing of it. It lias always been one of the first acts of 
sovereignty to coin money to denote the possession of power ; it was a 
declaration to the world, flattering to the Sovereign, and a lasting memo- 
rial of his government; conformable to this ruling passion I acknowl- 
edge my feelings would have been gratified by seeing my Republic hand- 
somely represented and handed down to after ages by such a memorial. 

But Heaven forbid that future ages should judge of the taste and tal- 
ents of the present citizens of America by so mean and pitiful a sample 
of their works. 1 have seen nil the coins already issued, and nothing can 
be more wretched; an unmeaning fool’s-head on one side, and something 
that resembles a turkey cock on the other. Oh, shame, shame, shame ! 

The Eagle of America mantling the arms of the United States, as you 
see it on the City Hall, would have been a dignified impression, and on 
the other side, if the President’s head should be too aristocratic, a 
plough and a sbeaf of wheat would be better than an Idiot’s head with 
flowing hair, which was meant to denote Liberty, but which the world 
will suppose was intended to designate the head of an Indian squaw. 

Since I began with this subject, I shall beg leave to mention an error 
in opinion that prevails with inspect to the arms of America, and 
which the new coin justifies me in stating. In the coins the bald eagle 
is the representative of America, and is there placed as her arms. This 
is not the case, the arms of America are stripes of blue, rod and white on 
a shield ; the blue denoting dominion, the red implies power or force, 
and the white represents purity. To decorate and embellish the arms, 
the bald eagle was introduced, as a mantle or supporter to the shield, 
but making no part of the arms, according to the rules of heraldry; no 
more than the lion and the unicorn make a part of the British arms ; 
they are the supporters of the arms, but not the arms themselves. 

We have in the instance of the coins, and in many instances adopted 
& part for the whole and the worst part too, for we have adopted the 
assistant instead of the master. 

Oaklilk Pollock. 

To the best of my knowledge, the original of that letter has been lost. It 
first saw print in the Coin Collector's Journal , February 1877, as reprinted here 
in facsimile. Note that the letter is the submission of an anonymous descendant of 
the General, who claims some role for his ancestor in the change in coinage designs 
which occurred "later in the year" (1796). That certainly could refer to the chanqe 
from the Liberty Cap to the Draped Bust design in the cents; but if so, it has nothi 
to do with the replacement of the Chain design three years before. The specific lan 
guage of the letter, however, excludes the copper coins altogether: 

I have seen all the coins already issued, and nothing can be 
more wretched; an unmeaning fool's head on one side, and 
something that resembles a turkey cock on the other . . .“[emphasis added) 
Clearly, we're not talking about cents and half cents here, but the flowing hair/ 
small eagle reverse of the half dimes, half dollars, and dollars. And, as Pollock 

goes on to cite "the rules of heraldry" in lamenting the use of the eagle itself, 
rather than the eagle supporting a shield of "the arms of America," he reveals him- 
self as a man not likely to use slang of any sort, but rather as an aristocrat who 
is primarily concerned with the image of the United States in the world and in ages 
to come, as reflected on her large silver coins. To such a man, the humbler coppers 
appear beneath comment. 

In short, while two types of 1793 cents share a flowing hair motif with the 
early silver, the sole, substantiated reference to a squaw's head had nothing 
whatever to do with the design on the large cents.

THE COPPER CENT JIG 


Roger Lyles 


I have collected early copper for almost six years now. I do not 
consider myself an expert by any means, but I enjoy the hobby and thoroughly 
enjoy Penny-Wise . I have discovered a few helpful ideas in attributing my 
large cents that I wish to pass along to others that are new to the hobby. 

The first book that I purchased related to the Large Cent was Penny 
Whimsy by Dr. William Sheldon. I had seen many early copper cents described 
by an "S" number, and now I was about to learn what this was all about. I 
enjoyed many evenings holding and examining my copper cents. A quiet area, a 
nice large flat surface, a lamp suited for reading, a felt or soft pad to 
place the subject on for scrutiny, and a straight edge were what I found 
necessary to make use of Dr. Sheldon's work. My first purchase of an early 
date, an 1805 cent, I determined to be an S-267. I became used to looking for 
the differences on each coin, and by Dr. Sheldon's step-by-step descriptions I 
attributed my entire collection of early dates. 

I also acquired many middle dates, and purchased Mr. Howard Newcomb's 
book United States Conner Cents . As the middle dates were more similar, and 
more difficult to note the often minute differences, the process of attribu- 
tion was much more challenging. I studied with 3X and 10X glass lens, lamp 
lights, straight edges, rulers, and felt pads as my allies. I was determined 
to attribute every last cent. 

When the attributing process revealed an R4 or higher, it was just like 
the "old days" when scarce coins could be found in bank rolls at face value. 
This was fun. Well, it was fun until I ran into the year 1837. Now the 
differences were decided by such factors as "Left edge of curl over left inner 

curve of " or some such triviality. I put aside some of my coins, 

frustrated and puzzled over not having come to a certain conclusion as to the 
variety. 

Recently I acquired Attribution Guide for United States Large. Cents,. 
1840-1847 by J. R. Grellman and Jules Reiver, along with their "Quickfinder 
Supplement." Now I brought out all of my old "question marks" and began once 
again to solve the mystery of which Newcomb varieties I possessed. Now to 
this point, no doubt many of you have had similar experiences. 

One thing that I learned is that careful, accurate measurements of the 
date numerals, a diligent search of the surface for mint made bumps, die 
cleaning lines, and die cracks is often the key to cracking the variety 
"code.” Mr. Grellman and Mr. Reiver have spent untold hours giving us the 
"keys," and I knew that another pioneer had had a grand idea, that being Mr. 
Henry Ford. Assembly line design for the same old job worked. Yes, I needed 
a coin "jig." It needed to provide a uniform measurement over and over. I 
assembled this jig to help me: First, I cut down to size a wood base (3 1/2 

inches by 5 inches), and then secured a metal clothes closet rod hanger to it. 
(The metal rod hanger is found in most every closet securing the long wooden 
rod that holds up our clothes hangers.) The metal rod hanger has a round 
opening of approximately 1 1/2 inches, big enough to accommodate your average 
large cent. This served as a housing of sorts, a place for the attribution 
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uie sessionjnovea along wi-ch generally strong pncea realized. Ihe nighpoint. 
waa Lot 536/, Jaazaniah Crosby a gold-pommeled cane, monogrammed with the 
initials Jc . Bob Vlack won this Lot to cries of "You need it more than we 
do ; Wait until they bring out his wheelchair' and other good-natured 
ribbing, at Bob's expense, all around. I thought I'd memorialize this 
incident as a bit of "Numistrivia" for future generations of PENNY-WISE 
readers . 

Back to the 60P; it occurred to me that Rimming or Milling machines are 
a rather specialized, and thus scarce item, especially in the Pre-Federal 
period. It also occurred to me that only the U.S. Mint would have a need and 
use for such a device, since the gang at Machins Mills were busy restamping 
coppers and scaring away the local kids. Would it be possible that this piece 
is a surviving Milling Machine "Trial Piece" from the initial days of the 
Philadelphia Mint's operation? New Jersey is about as close to Philadelphia 
as you can get... This speculation prompted a brief review of the literature, 
which revealed the following: 

1. From Taxay: 

"According to Boudinot's report of February 2, 1795, the Mint pos- 
sessed only one Milling Machine which was operated by a single 
hand." 

2. From Breen: 

Speaking about Voight's Chain Cent Design of March, 1793: "Unlike 

later Cents prior to 1909, the border consists of a plain raised lip 
without beading. Because this plain border either did not strike up 
too well, or wore down too fast, or both, beads had to be added to 
the Wreath Cent dies, even as to the Half Cents. Without it, the 
coins most likely would not stack; a frequent complaint at any 
change of design even in recent years. 

3. From Crosby: 

"It appears from a paragraph in the NEWBURYPORT (Mass) HERALD of 
July 18, 1792, that the opinion then prevailed that Jacob Perkins 
was to be the Superintendent of the United States Mint. We know 
that he was employed in making dies for the Mint of Massachusetts, 
and it may be that he was concerned in the preparation of some of 
the patterns described in this chapter; but of this we have no proof. 
The following is the article alluded to: 

Several newspapers of the past and present week have prematurely 
mentioned Mr. Perkins of this town as being sent for to Phila- 
delphia for the purpose of Superintending the coinage there. Mr. 
Perkins abilities in that line are fully adequate to such an 
appointment, as the specimens he has exhibited in that line amply 
testify. Instead of the former method of performing the business 
he has invented a new machine, which cuts the metal into such 
circular pieces as are wanted, and gives the impression at the 
same time. Its motion is accelerated by a balance wheel, and more 
than one third of the time and labor thereby saved. HE HAS ALSO 
CONSTRUCTED ANOTHER MACHINE, OF HIS OWN INVENTION, FOR MILLING OR 
LETTERING THE EDGE, BY WHICH A BOY CAN MILL SIXTY A MINUTE." 
(emphasis added) 
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event to take place. Next, I located a 1 1/2 inch (copper) water pipe, and 
cut off a piece about 1/2 inch thick using my table saw. (This slipped neatly 
over the metal rod holder which housed the large cent.) Next I drilled two 
small holes opposite each other near the top edge of my 1/2 inch piece of 
copper pipe enabling me to string a piece of 5 lb. test clear fishing line to 
bisect my pipe section creating a precise measuring device. To raise or lower 
your large cent in the jig can be accomplished by placing wooden nickels or 
some such item under the large cent to bring it up to the fish line measure. 
Now the phrase, "Left edge of curl over left inner curve of..." can make much 
more sense. This allowed me to easily finish the dates from 1837 to 1843 with 
relative ease. 

The mature head cents as described by Mr. Gre liman and Mr. Reiver pose 
additional challenges, as the differences in these coins are mainly in the 
placement of the date numerals, the various mint -made markings, and on the 
reverse. All of these differences require precise measurements, and in some 
cases, our best estimates. I, as a novice collector, would like to hear from 
the authors as to the methods that they employ, and what "jigs" they have 
invented to detect the minute differences. Also, anyone else who has created 
his or her own method in "solving the Late Dates should favor us all with a 
future article in Pennv-Wise . 

Having my tools in place, and my valuable reference works at hand, I 
feel confident to tackle most any large cent. It is only once in a while, 
usually with 1847, 1851, 1854 or 1855 that my patience is tested. While 
attending the Long Beach Coin Show this past October , I saw a non-cooper 
dealer selling large cents out of a small cardboard box. I selected thirty 
coins, beginning with several Draped Busts, and continuing with cents that 
were Good and better for the later dates. The mix provided: 1801, 1802, 

1803, 1805 (2), 1807, 1822, 1824, 1827, 1829, 1830 (2), 1833, 1837, 1838, 

1839, 1840 (2), 1842, 1845, 1846, 1847, 1848, 1849 (2), 1853, 1854 (3), and 
1855. The attribution results were: 1801 S-220, 1802 S-236, 1803 S-243, 1805 

S-267 & S-269, 1807 S-274, 1822 N-ll, 1824 N-l, 1827 N-4, 1829 N-l, 1830 N-l & 
N-7, 1833 N-l, 1837 N-15, 1838 N-5, 1839 N-ll, 1840 N-2 & N-10, 1842 N-5, 1845 
N-4, 1846 N-20, 1847 N-20, 1848 N-27, 1849 N-5 & N-21, 1853 N-5, 1854 N-6, N- 
10, & N-20, and 1855 N-3. 

I would appreciate learning any new attribution tricks that any of the 
rest of you have.

A JERSEY ENIGMA

The November Bowers and Merena Chris Schenkel Sale (1) contained one 
Lot, #5485, a Maris 60P, among the Jersey Coppers offered which piqued my 
interest. My curiosity was aroused by Michael Hodder's footnote that this 
piece was Rimmed, the first he has ever seen. 

The Auction session itself was attended by many numismatic notables, 
among them Bill Anton, Charlie Davis, Michael Hodder, Bruce Kesse, John 
Lorenzo, Scott Rubin and Bob Vlack (who happened to be sitting next to me). 
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WAS THE SHELDON-272 REALLY DISCOVERED BEFORE 1883?

In the past year, I have expanded my collecting to include old auction 
catalogues. One that I recently acquired was the John Haseltine sale of the 
Sylvester Crosby Collection in June, 1883. Although this sale is noted mostly 
for its colonials, it did have 177 lots of large cents, and is rated A+ by 
John Adams among 19th Century numismatic auction catalogues. As I looked 
through my copy, two lots caught my eye: 

Lot 1539 1807 over 1806. Close tall figure in date. Good. 

Lot 1540 1807 over 1806. Wide short figure in date. A very 

rare variety. I do not remember 
having noticed it before. Good 

I thought that lot 1540 sounded an awful lot like an S-272, especially 
when compared to the preceding lot, which had to be an S-273. 

Why did I find this interesting? Well, I had remembered reading the 
description of the S-272 's in the Robinson and Halpern catalogues, both of 
which stated that the S-272 was discovered by S. H. Chapman when he was 
cataloguing the collection of William Sleicher, sold October 9, 1919. 

Chapman's elaboration on Lot 1001 in that sale is curiously similar to 
Haseltine 's, some 36 years before; after noting the coin to be "Uncirculated, 
sharp," he went on to add, "I do not recall ever having seen this small 7 
before. " 

So I guess the credit for discovering the 1807/6 small date should go to 
Haseltine — or more strictly, Sylvester Crosby himself, since he included an 
example of each of two apparently-different overdates in his collection. 

Where is the discovery coin? That will be hard to trace. My copy of 
the Crosby sale has the prices realized written in, but no buyers'names. If 
anyone has a list of buyers for the coins in that sale, please contact me. 
Incidentally, lot 1539 sold for 10 cents — lot 1540 for a six-fold premium, 60 
cents.

A NEW DIE STATE OF THE SHELDON-183? 

Bill Tivol 


I recently acquired the S-183 from Mid American's copper sale, and when 
I examined it, I found that it has a single set of clash marks on the reverse. 
Sheldon doesn't mention them in Penny Whimsy , and both the Robinson Brown and 
Jack Robinson catalogues describe specimens with double clash marks. 

Specifically, there is a reverse clash mark through the berry to the 
right of the E in ONE, and down from near the tip of the leaf below. Also 
showing faintly are marks between the third lowest right outer leaf and the 
second lowest right outer leaf, between the lowest right outer leaf and the 
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Would it be possible to speculate ■chat Mr. Perkins, when called to 
Philadelphia, took a fast packet down Long Island Sound to New York (probably 
in late August or September, after the Yellow Fever season had passed); he 
could also have traveled by stage coach down the Boston Post Road, but it 
would have been a gut-wrenching ride — thence the ferry to Perth Amboy, and 
finally a stage ride following the Post Road to New Brunswick, Princeton, 
Trenton and ultimately Philadelphia? Would it also be possible to speculate 
that Perkins, in his traivels across '"The Jerseys" might have obtained and put 
aside a few of the Jersey Coopers then in circulation in that place?? And 
lastly, would it not be reasonable to assume that Perkins, obviously a skilled 
mechanic, would want to save some examples of his work by putting aside a few 
examples from the trial of his machine??? 

It is pure speculation on my part, for no one can ever truly know 
whether this particular Jersey Copper was in fact a trial set-up piece used by 
Perkins for his Milling Machine, sometime in late 1792 or early 1793. I 
further speculate that this piece saw little if any circulation after it was 
rimmed, as the rims remeiin sharp and the coin itself not damaged or worn to 
any significant extent. As to the notion that the rimming may have taken 
place sometime later, in the 1800 's or 1900 's for example, I would reply that 
this could be; but if so, then the toning, especially on the rim, should 
differ to some greater or lesser extent from that of the "Parent Coin" itself. 
This is not the case, as this piece exhibits an even, "old cabinet" toning 
throughout . 

We are deep into Winter when there is time to speculate on such things. 
If anyone has any other examples of early rimmed coins or ideas on this rather 
arcane subject, I'd appreciate hearing from you. If I receive anything new to 
report, I will do so for the good of the Order, in an upcoming is of P-W : and, 
if the "Jersey Fever" meeting occurs this Spring, I'll bring this piece along.

right stem, and between the right stem and right ribbon. There are also four 
parallel lines up to the left from the inside of the right ribbon, the 
uppermost of which ends at the knot. 

Another interesting point about this coin — on the obverse, there appears 
to be a row of incuse denticles across the point of the bust: I don't know 
whether these marks were made at the mint, or if they were, whether they have 
anything to do with the reverse clash marks. 

Editor's note : Bill kindly furnished several photographs to illustrate his 

points, but the clashes did not show up sharply enough to reproduce for 
publication. . .Nevertheless, they were there, as described. Rereading the RSB 
and JHR catalogues, it also strikes me that there's some inconsistency in 
description on the S-183: RSB: 256 is "State 11“ with "twin sets of clash 

marks" (otherwise not specified), whereas JHR:378 is "State I" with "multiple 
clash marks on the reverse" — "multiple" as in double and triple images of the 
flame feature on the obverse die, or as in clashes in multiple areas, much as 
Bill describes? The "four parallel lines" in Bill's description also trouble 
me, as possibly representing four separate clashes with the top of the hair— 
which just might show as such, even as the clash with the neck, to the right 
of the E in ONE, could occur a multiple of times along an axis vertical to the 
fraction bar and still show up as a "single" clash. Can the Keepers of the 
Die State Information help us on this one?

BEST BUYS IN RARE COINS — 
John D. Wright, NLG 


Donn Pearlman has written another book — this one a 
delight for us collectors. To quote Donn 1 s note with the 
review copy of his book: 

Despite its title, the book emphasizes collecting 
rather than investing. However, if I'd called 
the book "HAVING FUN WITH RARE COINS WHILE UNWARY 
INVESTORS SWIM IN RED INK", the publisher would 
have rejected it. 

For those of you familiar with Donn ' s "Pearlman' s People" 
endpiece in "The Numismatist" , this book is vintage 
Pearlman — a true joy to read. For those of you NOT 
familiar with Donn's light style, you'd gain from 
correcting that deficiency. 

Donn began writing this book by asking over 200 prominent 
coin collectors, investors, and dealers for a detailed and 
reasoned answer to the question: 

If my closest friends or relatives wanted to get 
into numismatics, I'd recommend they purchase the 
following item(s) because of their numismatic and 
historical importance, beauty, and potential for 
increasing in value. 

To paraphrase: What coins would I recommend to my mother 
to buy, and why? Wow! That's heavy stuff!! Several EAC 
members answered Donn's survey. I doubt that the advice 
to purchase "Grant with star in MS64", "Alabama 2x2 in 
MS65" , "Morgan dollars in MS66 or better", "1882 Morgans 
in MS64 " , "slabbed MS64 Walkers", and "PCGS-certif ied MS62 
St.Gaudens" came from EAC sources, but some respondents 
said that's what they'd recommend to THEIR mothers. I'm 
glad I'm physically disqualified for motherhood. 

Yes, there's a lot to snicker at in Donn's latest book: 
both in the bizarre recommendations of some respondents, 
and in Donn's tongue-in-cheek asides and speculative 
reconstructions: (Redfield, to an unsolicited telephone 
marketer, "Well, skip the holders and the certificates. 
Just send me 407,000 of 'em."). And there's a wealth of 
general numismatic education lurking there in a 
deceptively painless form. 

But there's also a huge storehouse of truly sage advice in 
there. No matter how open or how opinionated you are, 
there are sections of Donn's book that will strike a 
responsive chord in you; that will give you pause to think 
longer about your numismatic aims; and that will tweak a 
greater interest in some aspect of this hobby that you 
hadn't even considered. 

Donn Pearlman 's "BEST BUYS IN RARE COINS" is MUST reading 
— for information, for a window into the minds of other 
collectors/dealers, and for the pure joy of a lighthearted 
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romp thru numismatics. It is available from numismatic 
booksellers or from the publisher: Bonus Books, 160 East 
Illinois St, Chicago, IL, 60611 at $8.95 plus shipping.

Spencer Peck writes. 

Response from EAC members to the November article on the New Jersey 
Numismatic Society proposal for a Bicentennial of the United States Mint and 
Coinage Commemorative Set in 1993 has been both gratifying and quick in 
coming. To date (XMAS Eve) we have received 550 signatures in support of this 
proposal with about half coming in from EAC members . EAC states "signing in" 
at this time are, in alphabetical order, Alabama, California, Maryland, North 
Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma and Texas. 

Ken Hallenback, Bob Leuver, Ken Bressett, David Ganz and Donn Pearlman 
of the ANA Board of Directors have individually all indicated support and Dave 
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uanz has prepared a Bill to enable this proposal in 1993. The proposed Bill 
specifies that "Such coins shall bear a modern rendering of the designs 
authorized by the Act of April 2, 1792... and shall include an Eagle, Half 
Eagle, Quarter Eagle, Dollar or unit. Half Dollar, Quarter Dollar, Disme, Half 
Dime, Cent and Half Cent." 

At this time we are endeavoring to have the ANA formally adopt a 
resolution in support of this Set for 1993, and in parallel, obtain a Congres- 
sional sponsor for the Ganz Bill. As the Commemoratives for 1992 have already 
been designated, our next chance is 1993. Thus you should ignore the Decem- 
ber, 1990 deadline on the Petitions. Just keep circulating and sending them 
in.

Mike Forader writes. 

Having collected since 1965, when I was eleven, it wasn t until 1987 
that Large Cent "fever" struck. The more I read about the coins' general 
history and varieties, the less satisfied I became because I couldn't find 
what I really wanted: in-depth reference books. When DURST in August sent me 

mv copy of Penny Whimsy and my copy of Newcomb, I finally had the "Bibles." 
Over the summer, I slowly attributed my collection of 45-or-so old coppers. 

It was a pleasure to see many R3 pieces among my early dates. I had used Rod 
Burress's "Middle Date Quick Finder" Guide early in the year and had penciled 
in that my 1818 was an N-4. When I confirmed it with Newcomb, I thought to 
myself, not a bad bargain for $6.00; an R5-! A special thanks to Tom Reynolds 
who confirmed my attribution and grade: VG8. 

Like many EAC'ers, I'm not a big hitter when it comes to purchases. My 
goal is to create the year set and then fill in the varieties. There are 
bargains at the shows, but it takes time and patience to find them. Recently 
I attended a Danbury, CT show and patiently waited to trade two nice Half 
Cents for two needed Large Cent dates. The dealer was waiting on multiple 
customers and this gave me time to formulate my trade. I spied a very nice 
1823 N-2, for which this dealer said he wanted $280. Obviously he graded the 
piece "Fine,” which just wasn't in the budget. I reluctantly decided to pull 
out a small amount of cash to consummate my $80-or-so trade, which I concluded 
was fair. I got home and attributed the 1806 G5 as S-270 (R2) and the 1800 
VG10 as S-212 (R3). Not bad! Three weeks later, the same dealer at a 
different show had the same 1823 N-2 on display. I looked it over carefully 
this time and decided it was a VG10+, but not quite the "Fine" he assigned due 
to a small rim bruise. I told him I was an EAC'er and agreed that the 
sharpness was close to "Fine" (the braids were not discernable ) , but with the 
rim problem I believed the coin was a strong VG. He agreed! Apparently he 
had bought a short run of Large Cents and had sold everything but this piece. 

I bought the 1823 N-2 for $75! Again, not bad! 

I'm slowly memorizing the attributions for the early pieces that are 
more plentiful at the shows to maybe someday spy that cherry. My story's 
morale to my fellow EAC'ers is simple: patiently hunt and don't give up! My 

four year old son's fascination with the "big pennies" encourages me to build 
my collection for him to "carry on" my hobby. Mikey, can you say attribu- 
tion"??? How old does someone need to be to join EAC?
